Address  k'tleis,  papers,  iVc,  in  a  le^^ible  and  eumplele 
iii.iiiMcr,  always  !-',ivin,i,^  the  n  iine  (jf  the  post  office  ;  and  if 
there  lie  iiioii-  than  one  post  office  of  that  name,  the  name 
of  the  district  in  which  situated.  In  case  of  letters  L;oiii,;-; 
abroad,  the  name  of  the  country,  as  well  as  of  the  t(nv'n  and 
city,  should  be  i;iven  in  hill.  i,etters,  for  e\ami)le,  intended 
lor  London,  (!anada  West,  if  simjjly  atUlressed  '*  l,omlon," 
would  be  jorwarded  to  London,  P'ngland,  and  thus  be 
di'layed. 

Letters,  pai)ers  or  [)arcels  for  out])orts  should  have  the 
name  of  the  district,  the  jiost  or  way  office,  distinctly  written 
as  part  of  the  address.  For  instance,  letters  for  ]5onne  IJay, 
I'Veueh  Shori',  are  sometimes  sent  to  Bonne  JJay,  I"'ortune 
i!  i\'  district,  bein^  simply  directed  IJonne  l'>ay.  'I'herc  are 
se\eral  settlements  named  Ilroad  Cove,  Little  IJay,  English 
Harbor.  Uhuk  Head,  I'.auline,  Caplin  Cove,  Deer  Island, 
Idat  Islands,  fortune,  I'\).\  C'ove,  Freshwater,  Island  Cove, 
Long  I  larbor,  l>urgeo.  New  Harbor,  Salmon  Cove,  Seal  Cove, 
Ship  Co\e,  and.  unless  ])roperly  directed,  are  liable  to  go  to 
the  wrong  office  lor  delivery.  The  loss  and  inconvenience 
arising  tVom  im[)erfect  directions,  is  causetl  by  the  careless- 
ness of  the  sender,  and  no  blame  can  attach  to  the  post 
offue.  Odier  i)laces.  besides  those  named,  have  settlements 
witli  correspoiuiing  appellation,  hence  the  necessity  of  being 
particular  in  addressing  all  letters,  i!v'c. 

See  thai  e\ery  letter,  newspajier  or  other  packet  sent  by 
post  is  securely  folded  and  se.iled.  Kvery  such  packet  has 
to  lie  se\eral  times  handled  ;  and  e\en  when  in  the  maibbag, 
is  exiKised  to  pressure  and  friction.  I'uless,  therefore,  the 
artiele  be  light  and  pliant,  it  should  be  enclosed  in  strong 
paper,  linen,  parchment,  or  other  material  which  will  not 
readilv  tear  or  break. 

l'"asten  the  co\  ers  ot'  newspapers  firmly,  so  as  to  prevent 
ihem  fiom  slipping  out. 

!'ull\  pa\-  postage  on  newspapers,  otherwise  you  lose 
both  papLis  ami  st.unj)S,  as  such  are  not  forwarded. 

When  ilroppiug  a  letter  or  newspajK'r  into  a  letter-box, 
alw.iys  see  that  the  packet  falls  into  the  box,  and  tloes  not 
slick  m  ils  ]iassage. 

\e\erseal  letters  lor  the  I'ast  and  West  Indies  and  other 
!u>i  eiimaies  with  w.i\.  Such  a  jUMCtic-e  is  attended  with 
mucli  ineou\-enieuce.  and  tVequently  with  serious  injury,  in 
con>eiiuence  o(  ihe  melting  of  the  wax  and  the  adhesion  ot" 
the  letters  to  each  other..    In  all  such  ca^gs  use  wafers  or 
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i^iim,  and  advise  your  corrcsixJiKlcnls-  in  the  tH)untry  refcrrcil 
lo  to  do  the  same. 

Never  send  money  i)r  other  articles  of  vahie  throuL^h  the 
jK)st-ofti«  e,  except  either  by  means  of  a  money-order  or  in  a 
rei^istered  letter.  "Any  person  who  sends  money  or  jewelry 
in  an  unrei,Mstered  letter,  not  only  runs  the  risk  of  losiiv^^  his 
property  but  exposes  to  tenii)tation  every  one  through  whose 
liands  his  letter  |)asscs,  and  may  be  the  means  of  ultimately 
bringing  some  clerk  or  letter-carrier  to  moral  ruin."  C!are- 
fully  secure  every  letter  or  packet  c(Mitaining  money  or  value, 
firsi^  with  gum  and  afterwards  with  good  sealing  wax,  on 
which  mark  the  clear  impression  of  a  seal.  This  only  ap- 
plies to  local  correspondence,  the  forwarding  of  such  articles 
to  other  countries  being  ])rohibited. 

On  ]")osting  a  registered  letter  or  packet,  always  obtain  a 
receipt  for  the  same  at  the  ofhce  where  posted. 

When  letters  or  news])a])ers  are  delayed  and  missing,  at 
once  communicate  the  fact  to  the  postmaster  of  the  division 
in  which  is  situated  the  post  office  at  which  the  delayed  or 
missing  letters  were  jjosted.  In  case  of  a  missing  letter 
enclosing  value,  state  the  exact  contents,  the  exact  address, 
and  the  office  at  which  posted  ;  the  name  of  the  i)erson  by 
whom  ))osted,  and  the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  received 
at  the  office.  In  the  case  of  a  delayed  letter  or  paper,  send 
the  cover  or  wrapper  in  an  entire  state,  in  order  that  the 
place  of  delay  may  be  ascertained  by  an  examination  of  the 
postmarks. 

Trouble  and  loss  occasionally  arise  out  of  the  careless- 
ness or  dishonesty  of  parties  employed  in  the  post-office 
service  ;  yet  instances  are  not  wanting  in  which  it  has  been 
shown  to  the  satistaction,  even  of  the  comi)lainants,  that  the 
fault  at  first  attributed  to  the  post  office,  in  truth  rested  in 
other  ([uarters.  Theft  by  private  hands,  although  very  diffi 
cult  of  proof,  has  fre([uently  been  brought  to  light,  and  it  is 
greatly  to  l)e  desired  that  those  who  suffer  loss  should  in  the 
first  instance,  and  while  the  circumstances  are  fresh,  en- 
deavor to  ascertain  with  the  utmost  precision  all  particulars 
respecting  the  desi)atch  or  receipt  of  the  lost  letters  or 
papers,  and  lose  no  time  in  communicating  the  informati(jn 
to  the  i)ostmaster.  Indeed,  generally  speaking,  it  is  only 
by  careful  in([uiry  into  minute  details  that  the  offender  can 
be  detected,  whether  he  be  a  servant  of  the  department  or 
not. 

The  Post  Office  is  a  depar.lment  which  admits  of  con- 
stant improvement  and  expansion.  The  public,  by  sending 
to  tne  I'ostmaster  CJeneral  clear  and  correct  information 
res])ecting  fiAilty  arrangements,  may  materially  benefit  the 
service.     Jt  must  be  remembered,  however,  that,  changes  in 
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nuichiiK'ry  so  extensive  ;nul  intricate  as  that  of  the  post 
onice,  must  he  nuule  cautiously  and  with  uuich  previous 
consideration. 

'I'iine  is  L;enerally  recpiired  to  carry  out  any  material 
chant;e  in  jjostal  arrangements  ;  for  even  when  decided  ui)on, 
old  contracts,  re(|uirinj4  noticx'  of  termination,  may  have  to 
he  got  rid  of,  and  tenders  for  new  contracts  invited  hy  pub- 
lic advertisements,  before  the  decision  can  take  effect. 

New  post  offices  are  established  by  the  depirtment 
wherever  it  is  ascertained  that  a  suflicient  number  of  inhabi- 
tants can  be  accommodated,  and  a  sufficient  amount  of 
postal  revenue  collected  to  warrant  such  a  measure.  When 
a  new  iiost  otitice  is  recpiired,  a  petition  should  be  addresseil 
to  the  Postmaster  ( leneral,  signed  l)y  as  many  of  the  inhabi- 
tants as  can  conveniently  subscribe  the  same.  'I'he  petition 
shoukl  state  the  name  of  the  settlement  and  district  in  which 
it  isdesireel  the  office  shoukl  be  cstablisheil ;  the  distance  from 
the  neighboring  offices  ;  whether  at  the  site  of  the  proposed 
post  office  there  is  a  village  ;  the  number  of  mills,  stores, 
taverns  and  houses  thereat ;  the  extent  of  the  settlement  to 
be  served,  and  the  probable  cost  of  the  mail,  together  with 
any  other  facts  that  may  form  any  ground  for  the  accommo- 
dation applied  for.

Harbor  Dnes—Tha  following  amounts,  as  harbor  dues,  shall 
be  paid  by  vessels  arriving  at  the  port  of  St.  John's  at  the  lime 
of  their  being  entered  at  the  Custom-house,  except  ships  of  war 
and  vessels  engaged  iu  the  oastiug  trade  and  fishing,  viz: 

Every  vessel  of  sixty  tons  and  upwards,  and  not  more  than 
one  hundred  tons,  $2.

In  Skamaxship.— Ill  addition  to  tliH  (lualilicMtions  rcipilred 
of  an  only  or  llrst  mate,  ho  munt  be  able  to  construct  jury-nid- 
(ier.s  Tor  both  wooden  and  iron  vtssels  and  also  rafts.  He  will 
be  examined  as  to  his  resources  for  the  preservation  of  the 
ship's  crew  in  the  event  of  wreck;  us  to  tlie  management  of 
ships  in  heavy  weather,  and  as  to  rescning  the  crew  )f  a  dis- 
abled ship;  as  to  steps  to  be  tHken  when  a  sh'p  is  on  her  beam 
ends  or  in  any  danger  or  didlculty,  or  if  disabled  or  unmanage- 
able and  on  a  lee  slutre,  heaving  a  keel  out,  &c..  He  must  ex- 
plain the  mode  of  procedure  whin  placinsj  ship  in  dry  dock, 
directiuy;  repairs,  and  if  putting  into  port  in  distress  with  dam- 
age to  carg(»  and  ship.  He  must  possess  a  sniHcient  knowledge 
ot  what  he  is  required  to  do  by  law  as  to  entry  and  discharge 
and  tlie  management  of  his  crew,  and  as  to  penalties,  and  en- 
tries to  be  made  in  the  olllcial  lou;,  and  a  knowle  Ige  of  the  mea- 
sures for  preventing  and  checking  the  outbreak  of  scurvy  on 
board  ship,  and  the  law  as  to  loud  line  marks,  and  the  entries 
and  reports  to  be  made  respecting  them.  He  will  be  questioned 
as  to  his  knowledge  of  invoices,  charter  party,  bills  of  lading, 
Lloyds'  agent,  and  as  to  the  nature  of  bottomry,  also  bills  of 
excliange,  surveys,  averages,  &c.,  and  must  answer  any  other 
questions  of  a  like  nature  which  the  examiner  may  consider  ne- 
cessary to  touch  upon. 

He  will  also  be  required  to  s:ive  satisfactory  answers  as  to 
his  knowledge  of  the  management  of  stea'ii  ships  in  heavy  wea- 
ther. IIovv  to  utilize  steam  appliances  in  the  event  of  tire,  and 
the  best  arrangements  for  towing  vessels  under  various  circum. 
stances;  as  to  the  methods  of  constructing  jury-rudders  suit- 
able for  a  screw  steamship,  and  other  questions  of  a  like  nature 
appertaining  to  the  management  of  a  steamship, 

A  candidate  possessing  a  certificate  "  for  tore-and-aft  rig- 
ged vessels  only,"  and  desirit'g  to  obvain  an  ordinary  certificate 
of  the  same  grade,  must  prove  that  he  lias  served  at  sea  at  least 
one  year  in  a  square-rigged  sailing  vessel,  and  will  be  re-exam- 
ined both  in  navigation  aud  seamanship. 


Failukk.— In  all  cases  of  failure  the  candidate  must  be  ex- 
amined de  novo. 

If  a  candidate  fails  in  seamanship  he  vvill  not  be  re-examin- 
ed until  afcer  a  lapse  of  six  months 

If  he  fails  three  times  in  navigation  he  will  not  be  re-ex- 
amined until  after  a  lapse  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  the 
last  failure. 

If  a  candidate^has  failed  in  his  examination,  but  the  sub- 
jects in  which  he  has  failed  are  not  included  in  the  subjects  re- 
quired for  a  certificate  of  a  lower  grade,  he  may,  if  he  desires 
it,  receive  a  certificate  of  such  lower  grade.
